“Open season on wild Ше 
shouldn’t mean open season on hu- 
man life,” says Dr. A. L. Gray, 
Executive Officer of the ftate 
Board of Health, after the second 
firearm tragedy was reported with- 
in the week. 

He described accidents due to 
fireams as perhaps Ше most re- 
grettable of all home accidents, be 
cause the dangers of firearms are 
obvious and the preventive meas- 
ures specific. 

Deaths from firearms in Missis- 
sippi last year totaled 94. In ad- 
dition, numerous people sustained 
disabling injuries, some of which 
resulted in permanent disability. 

Firearm accidental deaths are 
almost evenly divided between 
those which happen in and around 
the home and those which occur 
afield. Most of the latter are 
hunting accidents. 

The far greater number of ac- 
cidents involve young people. For 
example, in the classification of 
“Public Accidents, 40 per cent 
of the firearm fatalities fall into 
the age group of 10 through 24.
